State in Land Office 


LOS ANGELES, May 8 —Securing 
to the homesteaders and desert land 
entrymen of the rich Palo Verde val­ 
ley in Riverside county their agricul­ 
tural holdings approximating 100,000 
acres, valued at from $10 to $200 an 
acre. Secretary of the Interior Wal­ 
ter L. Fisher has denied 
the appli­ 
cation of the state of California for 
a rehearing of the noted swamp land 
litigation which 
threatewed 
for 
a 
time to oust the original entrymen. 
Notice of Secretary 
Fisher s 
ac­ 
tion was received 
Monday 
by the 
land office. 
It affects f>oo 
property 
owners and settlers for all time the 
question raised by the state as to the 
character of the lands and the rights 
of a commonwealth to intervene. 
The land was opened to entry by 
the government two years ago and 
there was a great demand for the 
property. 
Those who failed to get in 
their claim on time appealed to the 
state authorities for 
aid, 
inducing 
them, ‘it Is said, to Intervene on the 
ground that the Palo Verde land is 
classiAed as swamp or overflow land. 
The state, accordingly, 
instituted a 
contest in the general 
land office, 
contending that the land was under 
water from time to time. 
A hearing was conducted before E. 
A. Archer, surveyor general of Cali­ 
fornia, who ruled against the state. 
An appeal was taken to the commis­ 
sioner of the general land office and 
Archer was sustained. 
The matter 
was then carried to the secretary of 
the interior, who affirmed 
the pre­ 
vious rulings. 
The land In controversy is rich in 
agricultural properties, 
it 
is said, 
great deposits of silt from tile Colo­ 
rado river having made 
it extreme­ 
ly valuable for the raising of crops.

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO 
THE IMMIGRATION LAW 


The New York State Hoard of Alien 
lata has given much study to the prob­ 
lem of remedying the admitted de­ 
fects of the present Immigration law 
and now recommends certain amend­ 
ments to the act. of Feb. 20, 
1907, 
which It feels are practicable 
and 
would go far toward relieving the ex­ 
isting conditions. 
The first of these recommendations 
Is that it should be unlawful for any 
transportation company to bring in­ 
sane persons into the United S'ates. 
This adds tile insane to the list of 
persons (idiots, imbeciles, epileptics 
and those afflicted with a loathsome 
or 
dangerous 
contagious 
disease!. 
whose exclusion is mandatory aud for 
bringing 
whom 
the 
transportation 
company is fined 1100. 
This is 111 
accordance with the idea of Mr. Wil­ 
liams. Commissioner of Immigration 
for the Port of New York, who be­ 
lieves that bringing excludable aliens 
Into the United States should be made 
to inflict tho greatest possible finan­ 
cial loss on the steamship companies. 
Another provision is for tile employ­ 
ment of qualified alienists connected 
with the Public Health ami Marine- 
Hospital Service at all large ports of 
entry, these alienisms to he men who 
have had special training in the diag­ 
nosis of mental diseases, and to be 
directly responsible for the 
mental 
examination. 
As conducted at pres­ 
ent. the mental examination is not 
considered a special part of tile gen­ 
eral examination, and no effort 
is 
made to have it conducted by officers 
specially trained for the work. 
The 
Hoard of Alienists rightly considers 
this the most important of Its recom­ 
mendations. 
Another amendment 
suggested 
Is 
that aliens who have 
entered 
this 
country in violation of law, or who 
have become 
public 
charges 
from 
causes existing prior to landing, can 
be deported within five, instead 
of 
three years as at present. This change 
would afford each state more protec­ 
tion against the unlawful 
entry 
of 
aliens. 
The last provision Is for a new sec­ 
tion making it a misdemeanor for a 
steamship company to refuse passage 
to any alien from a public institution, 
provided that the alien was originally 
brought in by that company, that it 
is certified by tile proper medical of­ 
ficer that the alien can travel without 
danger to himself or others, that if 
necessary there shalt tie a suitable at­ 
tendant, and that no part of the ex­ 
pense shall fall on the steamship com­ 
pany. 
Cases to which this 
amend­ 
ment is applicable are those of such 
persons as desire to return to their 
own country and friends, hut can­ 
not. because the steamship company 
refuses them passage. 
Two hundred 
and four such patients were returned 
last year by New’ York state, and 235 
at the expense of friends, but many 
more were arbitrarily refused passage. 
In spite of tile interests which would 
undoubtedly he arrayed against them, 
these proposed amendments, accord­ 
ing to Tile Journal of the 
American 
Medical Association, should he enact­ 
ed into law. 
They originate from a 
group of expert students of the prob­ 
lem, and would he practical and ef­ 
ficient in operation.

There a r e several species of flies 
which are commonly found in holist s. 
although hut one of these should he 
called the house fly proper. 
This is 
the Mu sea domestics L. and is of a 
mediumsized, grayish fly. with 
its 
mouth parts spread out at Hie tip for 
sticking up liquid substances. 
It is 
found in nearly all parts of the world. 
On account of the conformation of its 
mouth parts, the house fly can not 
(lite, yet no impression Is stronger In 
Hie minds of most people 
1 ban that 
tills insect does 
occasionally 
bite. 
This impression is due to the 
fre­ 
quent occurrence in houses of another 
fly (Stomoxys calcitrans L.), which 
is called the stable fly, and 
which, 
while closely resembling the 
house 
fly (so closely, in fact, as to deceive 
anyone hut an entomologist), differs 
from it in the important 
particular 
that its mouth parts are formed for 
piercing the skin. 
It is perhaps sec 
ond in point of abundance to the house 
fly in most portions of the northeast­ 
ern states. 
It breeds In horse man­ 
ure, cow manure, and in warm decay­ 
ing vegetation like old 
straw 
and 
grass heaps. 
A thire! species, commonly called 
the cluster fly (Follenia ritdis Fab.). 
is a very frequent visitant of houses, 
particularly in the spring aud fall. 
This fly is somewhat larger than the 
house fly, with a dark colored, smooth 
abdomen and a sprinkling of yellow­ 
ish hairs. 
It is not so active as the 
house fly and, particularly in the fall, 
is very sluggish. 
At such times ii 
may he picked up readily and is very 
subject to lite attacks of a fungous 
disease which causes it to die upon 
window panes, surrounded by a whit­ 
ish efflorescence. 
Occasionally 
th t 
fly occurs in houses in such numbers 
as to cause great annoyance, but such 
occurrences are comparatively 
rare. 
It is said in its earlier stages to be 
parasitic on certain angleworms. 
A fourth species is another staid.* 
fly. known as Muscina stahulaus Fall.. 
a form which almost exactly resem­ 
bles the house fly in general appear­ 
ance, aud which does not bite as does 
the biting stable fly. ll breeds in de­ 
caying vegetable matter uud in ex­ 
crement. 
Several species of metallic greenish 
or bluish flies are also occasionally 
found in houses, the most abundant 
of which is the so-called bluebottle 
fly (Ualliphora erythrocephala Mel*;.). 


This insect is also called Hie hlow'-fly 
or meat-fly and breeds in 
decaying 
animal material. 
A smaller species, 
which may be called the small blue- 
bottle fly, is 
Phormia 
terraenovae 
Desv.; and a third, which is green or 
I lite in color and a trifle smaller than 
the large blue-botlle, is Lucilia caesar 
L. 
There is still another species, small­ 
er than any of those so far mentioned, 
which is known to entomologists as 
times railed 
(lie small 
house 
fly. 
Ii. 
brevis 
Rond., 
is 
a 
related 
species. 
H. 
canicitlaris 
is 
distin­ 
guished 
from 
Hie 
ordinary 
house 
fly by its paler aud more pointed body 
aud conical shape. The male, which 
is much commoner than the female, 
has large pale patches at the base of 
tho abdomen, which are translucent 
when tho fly is seen on a 
window* 
pane. It is this species that is largely 
responsible for the 
prevalent 
idea 
i hat flies grow after gaining wings. 
Most people think that these little 
Homalomyias are the young of the 
larger flies, which, of course, is dis­ 
tinctly not the case. 
They breed in 
decaying vegetable material, in the 
ex ore ta of animals, and in dead in­ 
sects. 
Still another fly, and t Ills; one is still 
smaller, is a jet -black species known 
as Hie window fly (Scenopinus fenes- 
tralis L.). which in fact has become 
more abundant of later 
years. 
Its 
larva is a white, very slender, almost 
thread-like creature, and is found in 
cracks of the floor in buildings, where 
it feeds on other small insects. 
in the autumn, when fruit appears 
on the sideboard, many specimens of 
a small fruit-fly (Drosophila atnpelo- 
phila Loow) make their appearance, 
attracted by the odor 
of 
overripe 
fruit. 
A small slender fly is 
not 
infre­ 
quently seen in houses, especially up­ 
on window lianes. Tills is Ecpsis vlo- 
lacea Mi ig. 
All of these species, however, are 
greatly dwarfed in numbers by the 
common house fly. In 1900 the writer 
made collections of the flies in dining 
rooms in di tie rent parts of Hie coun­ 
try. aud out of a total of 23,087 flies 
22.SU8 were Mu sea domes'tea—that is. 
98.8 per cent of the 
whole 
number 
captured. 
Tho remainder, consisting 
of 1.2 tier cent of the whole, comprised 
various species, including those men­ 
tioned above.
